Currently into the final leg of a fund 
drive, CJSR-FM88 is hoping to reach 
its target amount of $17,000 by Nov. 
6. Last year, the primarily volunteer- 
run radio station raised $14,000 to 
help subsidize its operations. 

This year’s drive, dubbed Radio 
Feedback, launched its activities 
with an Oct. 28 show at Bronx with 
Vancouver duo Mecca Normal and 
locals Lazy Eye entertaining the 
patrons. Two days later, at least 20 
buskers along 82 Avenue chipped in 
to fatten the coffers. The drive winds 
up at the City Media Club Nov. 6, 
where local band Pal Joey will be 
holding court. 

“The station depends on the 
money we raise during the fund- 
drive,” said Program Manager 
Christine Chomiak. 

An independent volunteer board 
called The Friends of CJSR oversees 
avenues of financial support through 
bingos casinos, gigs and the occa- 
sional auction. 

“Despite all our fundraising 
activities, we wouldn’t be able to 
provide the service we do without 
listener donations during the fun- 
drive,” said Chomiak. 

Maria Dunn, who plays in local 
folk act Invisible Jug Band, said that 
the U of A-based station is critical in 
a commercially-dominated radio 
market. 

“CJSR is one of the few avenues 
local artists have available to them to 
gain exposure,” she said. “Without 
the station, the local scene would ~ 
certainly not be so diverse.” ’

election and a receptionist is 

fielding an offer that her superi- 
or, the now-unemployed Prime 
Minister of Canada, just might not 
be able to refuse. . 

“Kim Campbell’s office.” 

“This is Terry Evans from 
Edmonton, Alberta calling. 
Prime Minister Campbell is still 
in Vancouver, is she?” 

“Yes, she is.” 

“I was wondering if you could 
help me. With the Prime Minis- 
ter leaving office, what will she 
be doing after her stay in of- 
fice? Is she going to be moving 
on to a new occupation or a 
previous occupation?” 

“I have no idea, sir.” 

“I was just wondering because 
over the past month, we’ve been 
auditioning female co-hosts for 
The Bear Morning Zoo and we 
just wanted to leave a message 
that the gig is still open if she 
feels like popping in every once 
in a while.” 

“Okay, Ill give her the message.” 

“We also play touch football on 
Sundays, if she wants to come out.” 

“Okay.” 

“Thank you for your help,” con- 
cludes deejay Evans, who then 
quips to his now wide-awake au- 
dience: “She’s got time on her 
hands, she can come out, you 
never know... She’d probably 
make a good linebacker.” 

In the last five months that 
Terry Evans has been manning 
the mic with cohorts Jake Daniels 
and Jon Bon Spiel at CFRB-FM 
(otherwise known as The Bear), 
sleepyheads have been ignoring 
the snooze settings on their clock 
radios in hopes of being jolted 
off their pillows. And between 
sets of Led Zeppelin, Queen, Bos- 
ton and other ear bleeders fitting 
The Bear's classic rock formula, 
Evans rarely disappoints. Con- 
sider his exploits thus far: 
broadcasting and living in an unheat- 
ed truck for six days during last winter’s 
relentless cold spell until the vehicle 
was jammed with Food Bank dona- 
tions, yawning and slurring through a 
five-day on-air wake-a-thon for the 
same charity, conducting a morning 
shift in the nude — Evans has electri- 
fied Edmonton’s airwaves. 

“I'm a performer,” says Evans, 28. 
“I do things to get reactions from 
people. I thrive on that reaction. I’m 

one of the most insecure people you'll 
ever meet. I’m insecure about things 
away from work, but I do my job 
really well and that usually makes up 
for things.” 

His boss, Program Director Eric 
Samuels, agrees. “Terry is one of the 
most pleasurable people I've ever

that struck me as being the case and 
I haven’t regretted it since.” 

Neither has Evans, who has been 
with The Bear since its inception over 
a year ago, when it sprung from the 
ashes of easy listening station CJKE- 
FM after being purchased by the 
Toronto-based Standard Broadcast- 
ing Company. He eventually took over 
the morning slot last May, replacing 
the outrageous Scruff Connors. But 
for the previous seven years, Evans 
endured a bittersweet rapport with 
his old employers, rival rock station 
CIRK-FM (K97 Classic Hits), the same 
outfit where the Creston, B.C. native 
made his Edmonton debut after spin- 

nin hits in Lethbridge.

Jumping ship for The Bear was a 
big gamble for the lanky, blond-haired 
personality to exercise his creativity 
in a new, untested operation with a 
harder rock format. He has nothing 
but good things to say about his new 
employers, but it is evident that the 
cold reaction he gets from past K97 
co-workers continually haunts him. 
Several of his old colleagues are still 
reportedly miffed over a splitter (a 
station identification played between 
music sets) aired last year on The 
Bear with Evans's proclamation: “If 
you've been wondering where I’ve 
been, I’ve been over in Europe hav- 
ing the words ‘Mariah Carey’ and 
‘Michael Bolton’ surgically removed 
from my vocabulary. Classic Hits, my 
ass. I vane to work at K97, but I’m 





and a lot of people are taking it 
that way. There are people at 
K97 whom I haven’t talked to 
since then, because all of a sud- 
den they don’t like me. The former 
program director accused me of 
not wanting to be part of their 
team. I thought that was crap, so 
I left with mixed emotions.” 

“He had put me in a position 
many times to have to apologize 
to people for his attitude, his 
conduct in public, you name it,” 
says former K97 Program Direc- 
tor Gary McGowan..“Yes, heisa 
genuine talent. Unfortunately, he 
was a 28-year-old going on 14. If 
he couldn’t do the things he want- 
ed to, it was like trying to get a 
14-year-old to clean his room. 
What kept Terry in the game 
for as long as he was, was his 
talent and our respect for it. It 
sure wasn’t because he was a 
likeable guy.” 

“T'll take shots at all the radio 
stations because they’re playing 
with the big boys now,” Evans 
says. “The company that owns 
this station is playing major mar- 
ket radio and they wanted to come 
here and wake things up. We 
take shots to stimulate excite- 
ment and get things done in this 
city. Radio was so sleepy here 
for the longest time. K97 was on 
top and then they fell down. I 
could see it coming and I wanted 
to get out and be part of some- 
thing that was bigger and better 
and now I am.” 

Retorts K97’s current Program 
Director Steve Olson, “Terry has 
to realize that at K97, just like at 
The Bear, what we’re trying to 
achieve is a family environment. 
When someone leaves and says 
something about your ‘family’, 
it’s a little hard not to take it 
personally. Obviously it still both- 
ers him because it’s still on his 
mind 15 months later. I person- 
ally couldn’t care less at this point. 
It’s done and it’s forgotten. I’m sur- 
prised he brought it up. Grow up, 
Terry, and play like the big boys.” 

The game that the “big boys” play 
is called ratings, which normally twice 
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~a year, surfaces in a hard-bound Bible 


frequently referred to as “The Book.” 
A compilation of surveys by the non- 
profit Bureau of Broadcast 
Measurement (BBM) reflecting radio 
station preferences according to de- 
mographics, “The Book” can not only 
provide the stats justifying listener- 
ship credibility and advertising rates, 
it can also determine the fate of radio 
eet and ona 


























For years, K97 was the undisputed 
king of the heap until last December 
when The Bear and the teen-oriented 
Power 92 (CKNG-FM) clobbered the 
reigning station. Unhampered by a 
divided rock market, the country-ori- 
ented CISN-FM tip-toed to number 
one, a position it still enjoys today. 

Summer BBM results (which most 
programmers claim not to rely on due 
to audience lifestyles during the sun- 
ny season), had The Bear in fourth 
spot (behind AM stations CJCA and 
CHQT), ahead of fifth-place Power 
92 and sixth-place K97. Even more 
pertinent is The Bear’s lock on the 
male 18-35 market, largely due to 
their format of ’60s and ’70s hard 
rock nuggets and an aggresive, take- 
no-prisoners ethos. 

Remarks Samuels, “The premise of 
this radio station is to be unpreten- 
tious. We're here to entertain and 
inform. We don’t lie and we won't 
hype, because we know that to gain 
longevity, we have to be honest, 
straightforward and direct. If we deal 
with issues that some people consid- 
er to be taboo, so be it. It’s part of our 
responsibility to shatter some social- 
ly stale norms.” 

Stale or not, several citizens have 
expressed disdain over The Bear’s 
current publicity stunt, which was 
launched during the latest eight-week 
ratings period that ended last week. 
Bus shelters and benches were pasted 
with a bare derriere (“Nothing butt 
rock”) with the station’s trade- 
mark claw. And although the results 
of the campaign won't be known until 
“The Book” is made available Dec. 6, 
the word thus far on 
the street has been one of disgust. 
One man in particular wrote to 
a local daily to get The Bear booted 
offthe air. 

Commented Evans, “It’s just a bum! 
Relax! People are so anal. If people 
are freaking out, wait until next spring. 
We’re going to have ‘We’re nuts about 
rock!’ Just imagine what the picture 
will be!” _ 

Evans himself claims that his life is 
nowhere near the fast lane as has 
been purported to be, stating that his 
days of sexual promiscuity (“I know 
people who have slept with way more 
people than I have, though.”) and 
continuous drug use are over. A typ- 
ical work day begins at 4 a.m., his 
show begins at 6 a.m. and ends four 
hours later. He then has his tradition- 
al post-show ice cream and the rest of 
his day is spent preparing for the 
next show. He leaves the station late 
in the afternoon. His job is his release 
and his r comes in the form of 
roversy. 


at fon’s Only "Authentic" Pub 


“Life is too short to be serious,” he 
says. “Half of the things I do on radio 
are me making fun of myself and if I 
can’t make fun of myself, then I have 
no right to make fun of anyone else 
I poke fun at a lot of people as well as 
myself and I do that because I’m such 
a stereotypical idiot. I used to be a 
stereotypical drug user, too. I’m a 
clumsy person who isn’t really swift 
when it comes to academics. I'm a 
klutz, I’m gullible, I’m normal.” 

Whether Evans has merely mellowed 
or has found a working environment 
more to his liking, some colleagues 
have noticed a difference in his de- 
meanor. Says Olson, “He’s changed 
a lot since he started to work there 
There seems to be a major shift in the 
way he interacts with people. He’s 
turning into a nice guy again.” 

McGowan, however, is dubious of 
the change. “I think Terry's biggest 
problem at The Bear is that he has 
confused his strengths and his weak- 
nesses. His weakness is his attitude. 
His strength is his comic ability. He 
doesn’t do anything clever anymore. 
Terry disappoints me greatly.” 

As an adolescent, Evans was con- 
sidered an outcast by his peers and he 
ran away from home countless times. 
These days, he likes being around 
people and claims that his arrogance 
only comes out when his privacy is 
being invaded. He never talks when 
he drives and he loves danger (When 
he was at K97, notorious scene steal- 
ers included broadcasting while 
bungee-jumping at West Edmonton 
Mall and parachuting into the middle 
of John Ducey Park during a Trap- 
pers game.). 

When listening to his street-level 
patter, it’s not hard to imagine him 
wearing his usual wardrobe of a T- 
shirt, jeans and an old pair of cowboy 
boots, and'trying to be “just one of 
the guys.” The Terry Evans you hear 
on the radio isn’t a contrived perso- 
na, it comes across like the real thing. 

“When I go out, people come up to 
me and say, ‘Hi, I listen to you all the 
time.’ But there’s also the people 
that phone me up at the station and 
say they don’t like me. I say to hell 
with them and thanks for listening. 
And they do listen because they’re 
hoping I'll piss them off. I'm happy 
for what I’ve got and I'm fully aware 
of how hard I’ve worked to get it. I’m 
not going to sit back and watch every- 
one pass me by. I will work hard until 
I redch the top, but I’m not going to 
get there and then turn around and 
piss on everybody.” 

Especially when he just might get 
to toss around the ol’ pigskin with

ike the fluorescent tubes that 

illuminate the Churchill station 

LRT tunnels where he regularly 
busks, guitarist lan Birse has been a 
fixture around Edmonton. The com- 
muting moles that pass by the player 
daily may not recognize him at first glance, 
but nighthawks cruising the clubs would 
have no trouble placing the face. 

Birse has been dabbling in every- 
thing from blues to MOR since the 
early '70s and has recently surfaced 
in the swing trio Two Pairs of Shorts 
and A Skirt. Early November will see 
the release of his own cassette Draw, 
recorded live last summer at Grabba- 
jabbba downtown and Veggies on 
Whyte during the Fringe. Featuring 
his solo amplified guitar, the album 
wanders the jazzy and rootsy byways 
explored by the likes of Pat Metheny, 
Joe Pass and Chet Atkins. 

“There's something about the chem- 
istry of live performance that allows 
one to make something out of noth- 
ing, “ Birse says of his improvisational 
style. “It’s good to play what I want to 
and get the immediate response.”

Tapped to play the 
Catalyst Nov. 10, Williams’ 
range is far-reaching. While 
playing with an avant- 
garde-rock band all over 
London, England in the 
summer of '91, and filling in acoustically 
between sets, he began developing a 
huge catalog of his own songs. Between 
his last four-piece Revolover, and being 
an interesting part of recent open stages, 
he’s no stranger to the local scene. 

“Europe was a real beginning for 
me in terms of believing in my tunes;

Crash Test Dummies follow up on their debut 





Dummies have just released their first 

album, The Ghosts That Haunt Me, 
to huge success, due in large part to one 
song. The world (or Canada, at least) is 
introduced to Brad Roberts’s striking bari- 
tone with the release of “Superman’s 
Song,” a heartfelt elegy for America’s 
best loved hero. 

Fast forward to 1993. God Shuffled 
His Feet, the follow-up album, is re- 
leased, and quickly goes gold in Canada. 
In most cases, a previous hit song of 
great magnitude would bring about the 
dreaded sophomore jinx — added pres- 
sure to a band for recording their next 
effort. But the success of “Superman’s 
Song”, Roberts says, actually made the 
making of the second record less stressful. 

Though not a complete about face, itis 
a bit of a departure from Ghosts. Elabo- 
rates Roberts, “Our first record was very 
much an attempt to take a variety of 
acoustically-based, traditional genres, and 
re-combine them in a, hopefully, inter- 
esting way.”

eing named 1993 (Alberta) Female 
Be of the Year by the Country 

Music Association of Calgary last 
August is the first award Cindy Church has 
won since Grade Four. Needless to say, 
being “the best student reading aloud in 
class” pales in comparison. So too, do

Edmontonians will get a chance to see 
her Nov. 13 when she and longtime part- 
ner Nathan Tinkham play the Full Moon 
Folk Club.

She also charted well over 
the summer with “A Song For Brent”, 
dedicated to Brent Berezay, who became 
a quadruplegic after a horrific rodeo ac- 
cident four years ago. However, despite 
the accolades and notoriety, she’s still 
shopping for a label for her first album, 
Love on the Range, which she describes 


as electric country. 

Ina side project, Church has teamed up 
with Sylvia Tyson, Colleen Peterson and 
Caitlin Hanford to form a group called 
Quartette. They’ve done a few gigs along 
with some CBC work and it looks as though 
it may “turn into a little recording project.” 

Currently based in Tumer Valley, Alta., 
Church and Tinkham have been together 
since ‘84, even playing for a time with 
Great Westem Orchestra. Recalls Church 
of her first encounters with Tinkham, “I 
used to just hate to see him come in (toa bar 
on Vancouver Island) because he’d just 
make me blush and start harassing me over 
and over, ‘Get out there and sing. You 
snouldn’t be slinging beer.’ Sometimes their 
band would play there and I'd sing with 
them on my breaks.”

Ian Tyson finally achieves balance

business, Alberta-based singer-song- 

writer Ian Tyson finally has what he 
wants - balance. Not the kind that keeps 
you from falling over, but the kind that 
delicately juggles work with life’s little 
pleasures. These days Tyson gets as much 
enjoyment from his ranch in the foothills 
as he does selling records. When asked if 
his life is more enjoyable now than dur- 
ing earlier successes he responds, “Yah 
it really is, it’s better. I never really ex- 
pected it to be like this, I really never. It's 
strange it happened late in life, but I'll 
take it any way I can get it and it’s been 
very exciting, you know.” 

To put this into context, one has to 
remember this is the same Tyson who 
started out in 1958 playing the emerging 
folk club circuit with the likes of Gordon 
Lightfoot and Joni Mitchell. In ’61, he 
teamed up with Sylvia Fricker, whom he 
~ would later marry and subsequently di- 
vorce, and they went on to gainintermational 
recognition as the influential folk duo Ian 
and Sylvia. The pair later helped create the 
country rock sound with their band Great 
Speckled Bird and hosted their own CTV 
television series Nashville North. During 
this time they released over a dozen time- 
less recordings, including their best known 
and often covered hits - Ian’s “Four Strong 
Winds” and “Someday Soon”, and Sylvia’s 
“You Were On My Mind.” Many of these 
albums will soon be re-released. 

Tyson has just inked a five-album world- 
wide distribution deal with Vanguard Records, 
while Edmonton’s Stony Plain Records, 
which has handled his last five albums 
(including his first two gold records) through 
Wamer, retains the Canadian market. Ty- 
son’s reasoning? “Oh just loyalty, really, 
just loyalty. (Stony Plain) has done a good 
job for me...(Vanguard was) disappointed, 
to say the least, that they didn’t get Canada 
because I sell quite a few albums up here. 
But I just felt that, you know, you gotta 
dance with the one who brung you.” 

The sentiments aren’t lost on Stony 
Plain's Holger Peterson, whose relation- 
ship with Tyson first began in the early’70s 
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A‘ three decades in the music 
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when he was a young scribe. “lan’s our 
priority...For us to be involved with some- 
body who sets such high standards and who 
works as hard as what he does, and is as 
accomplished, I mean, it really sets a stan- 
dard for us, too. It’s made us a much more 
important and viable label.” 

Over the last 10 years, Tyson has 
captured the essence of what it is to be a 
working cowboy while recreating what 
might best be termed “western” music. 
As a lyricist, he might well be one of the 
best; his songs paint an almost visual 
imagery. “That's certainly what I strive 
for is musical imagery, very definitely,” 
he says. Collaborations with Tom Rus- 
sell, whom Tyson describes as one of the 
best gothic western writers, are equally 
as graphic - an earlier song of theirs, 
“The Banks of the Musselshell,” takes the 
listener on a wonderous cattle drive across 
the old west, in much the same way as a 
good novel might. Tyson and Russell are 
performing together at St. Albert’s Arden 
Theater Nov. 5, where Tyson plans to 
preview songs from his upcoming album. 
“(Russell and I) have a pretty good song on 
the new album. Maybe I'll sing it for him 
that night, he hasn't heard it yet, so it 
should be fun.” The performance, which 
will also feature Katy Moffatt, will be 
recorded by CBC Radio for rebroadcast 
on Edmonton P.M. and Hot Ticket. 


The new album, 18 Inches of Rain, is 


slated for a January release. Tyson figures 
it will be his best album ever. The alburn will 
feature collaborations with cowboy poet 
Paul Zurzsky and Nashville’s Pat Alger, 
who has written hits for Garth Brooks and 
a number of others. But the song Tyson is 
most excited by is one of his own, detailing 
a horse dispersal sale at one of the “great 


- old ranches” inthe U.S.. “It’s definitely one 


of the last of the big outfits (millions of acres 
of federal range) that’s on the buckaroo 
circuit where professionals (cowboys) and 
young kids ride just for a living... It was sad 
to see it go.” 

This is the kind of material that draws the 
best out of Tyson. Yousee, cowboys recog- 
nize him as one of their own, and that 
seems to mean as much to him as the 30- 
plus major music awards he has won. “I 
can't ride as good as! did andI’m nowat the 
age (59) where I’m slowing down.” Regard- 
less, he’s made a name for himself in both

As achild, Tyson was enthralled by the 
stories and drawings of western novelist 
Will James. These tales eventually spurred 
him on to ride bucking broncs as a youth 
on Vancouver Island and, ironically, it 
was while recovering from a rodeo acci- 
dent that he first learned to play guitar. 
He continued rodeoing whenever he could 
steal time from his music and at 41, he 
left music behind to train cutting horses 
full-time as a hired hand on a ranch near 
Pincher Creek. Many of his recent songs 
have paid tribute to his cowboy heros, 
such as James, bronc rider Casey Tibbs 
and a host of others.

Now, when Tyson's not making music, 
you're just as likely to find him “neigh- 
boring,” he says. “They'll call me up 
from the O. H., which is the biggest 
(ranch around here), and say ‘we’re go- 
ing to move all these cattle on Tuesday. 

They don't pay you...Just 
your meal and all the whiskey you want to 
drink at the end.” The success of his 
records affords him a few other joys. “I'd 
like to travel a little more with my wife 
Twylla (apart from performing). I'd like 
to take her to Ireland and see the horses 
there and that beautiful country, and this 
spring we’ re going to Argentina for three 
weeks (to tour the big ranches). It’s given 
us the opportunity to do that, and I just

There is no doubt that there is some fine 
Baroque music on the Erato catalog, and some 
of it is even represented here. The 1974 Jean- 
Francois Paillard version of Pachelbel’s Canon 
is still one of the best you can get, and Ton 
Koopman and John Eliot Gardiner are fine 
Baroque interpreters. But the most this disc can 
give you is a taste of things to pursue further - 
exactly what Erato intends. This isn’t a collec- 
tion, then, it’s a commercial. 

The Ultimate Opera Collection 2 poses still 
another question: isn’t a second “Ultimate” 
collection like being “even more unique”? You 
is, or you isn’t, ultimate. 

The world of opera offers literally hours of 
individual arias, interludes, overtures, duets, 
and choruses from which to extract highlights. 
That's not the problem. The problem is nomen- 
clature. If Erato knew there would be more than 
one opera collection, calling any of them “ul- 
timate” insults the intelligence of the consumer. 

There are fine performances on this disc, too, 
no question aboutit. But as every record label has 
taken on the reissue idea with their own back 
catalogs, Erato’s Ultimate Collections become no 
more “ultimate” than anyone else’s. 

And both EMI and Polygram seem to have 
grasped the idea of how to put together popu- 
larly successful reissues with their budget-priced 
box sets, most of which contain complete works 
from the selected repertoire.

It’s Friday night. I cruise into 
El Zorro Loco, I’m early, Baffin 
Island Party isn’t on yet. The place 
is packed, so, I levitate toward the 
only open space, which is by a 
monitor to the left of the stage. 
The Glory Stompers are on 
screaming vulgarities as 
mohawked and leather jacketed 
punkers thrash in front of the 
Stage. Beer please. 

After swilling a few. I’m ina 
Stompin’ mood. They have two 
vocalists, a girl and a guy who 
trade lead while covering old punk 
tunes. Their set is potent, though 
the only words I can make out are 
“fuck”, “pig” and “die”. 

As I watch Baffin Island Party 
set up, I realize why no one has 
been able to give me a more 
detailed description of the band 
other than “‘they’re weird”. David 
Leigh (drums), Bill Damur 
(guitar) and Steve Connor (guitar) 
are wearing grunge duds, so, they 
look like they might play in an 
“alternative rock band”; _ but 
Raylene Campbell (keyboards), 
Pete Macpherson (guitar) and 
Alex Reno show up looking rather 
normal. Lead singer Bruce 
Fletcher who is the publisher and 
the editor of Virus 23 adds to the 
image disparity with his sports 
coat and tie, looking more likely to 
be featured in an issue Computing 
Monthly than on the cover of 
Thrasher (or Raw Alternatives, 
come to think of it). This is going 
to be weird. 
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Have they lost their marbles? Or is 
this a bunch of guys who simply love 
life so much that they can BOUNCE up 
and down for joy every night and still 
mean it? Whichever may be the case, 
seeing them BOUNCE in and out of 
their dressing room, it’s pretty obvious 
that it’s in their blood. 


Catching them on stage near the 
end of their 3 1/2 week Strong Physical 
Urge Tour, one cannot help but to 
notice the resemblance between the 
members of the band and an indian 
rubber ball. The laws of physics seem 
to give way to the sheer JOYOUS 
energy cramming the stage. As many 
smiles as high-speed chords float off 
the stage and into the audience, spilling 
out onto the dance floor and instantly 
infecting the crowd with an irresistible 
sort of mass intoxication. The funky, up 
tempo, frenetic frenzy which 
characterizes this Toronto troupe’s 
particular mode of ska is more than just 
an upbeat musical diversion. It’s a 
sociological phenomenon, as_ the 


members of the audience BOUNCE 
and dance and bump against each other 
with pure unmitigated glee. Does 
anybody stop to catch a breath? 
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The warmth and enthusiasm of the 
show carry on backstage, as bassist/ 
founder Mitch Girio invites me for an 
interview during the break. “This was 
going to be called the Marbles Tour, in 
support of our Marbles album,” he 
reveals, speaking from behind a 
ponderous goatee. As a result of 
leaving their label (Raw Energy), they 
decided to rename the tour after their 
latest single. This is a band that truly 
sets high standards for itself: as if their 
recent album isn’t accomplishment 
enough as it is, they’re returning to the 
studio in November to re-record half 
the album (plus a bonus track), and re- 
release it around January. As Girio 
explains amid an animated babble of 
activity in the background, their hope is 
to reach a larger market through the 
extra effort. 


Building a reputation for upbeat, 
straight-ahead ska/reggae, one wonders 
how on earth they ever got snagged 
with a name like King Apparatus. King 
WHO? “The name was given to us by a 
friend,” Girio confides. Apparently this 
“friend” had somehow decided that 
King Apparatus sounded like “sort of a 
reggae name.” 


“We've been approached plenty of 
times, by some very DRUNK 
people...” he recalls with a smile, “and 
they’d [stumble] up to us and say, “You 
guys did a great show, but you've gotta 
change your name.”

“In Agro-Pain, it gets very intense, but 
we can do it live,” smiles Levesque, always 
wanting to pump the live aspect of VI.

GHAN WHIGS 
a GENTLEMEN 


Usually, bands that have an outstanding independent catalogue 
disappoint when they begin recording for a major label (Sonic Youth 
fans know all about this). It is rare for a group to keep up its quality, and 
rarer still for a band to save its best work for the mass market producers. 

The Afghan Whigs have wonderfully bucked the trend. Gentlemen 
has to entrench Greg Dulli as one of the finest songwriters/lyricists in 
music right now. His passion for the psychotic is as dark and disturbing 
as ever and his words teeter the listener to a psychological breaking 
point. He plays with the theme of destruction, from the male/female 
bond to life itself with the most dire of repercussions that even Robert 
Smith would seem like a happy pill. 

The musicianship is superb, and the album flows like words of a great novel. And ji jusy as a great book is 
impossible to put down, Gentlemen is infectious to listen to. Pop the tape into your car’s deck and go for a 
late night drive to understand the full effect of Dulli’s passion for despair. 

The Whigs were Sub-Pop’s first ever non-Seattle band (the foursome hail from Cincinnati) and while they 
probably will never reach Nirvana-like popularity, Gentlemen may stand out as the best record a child of 
Sub Pop has ever produced. While the majority of the other bands of the first Sub Pop wave go for the 
coarse and the comical, Dulli’s words arouse and convince with music that weaves from hard-core to 
haunting. 

“You're saying the victim doesn’t want it to end. Good. I get to dress up and play the assassin again,” 
Dulli belts out in “When We Two Parted.” “This ain’t about regret/ This time I won’t repent/ Someone’s 
going down,” he whispers on “Debonair.” No listener is safe from Dulli’s fascination with the underbelly. 

After two outstanding albums during their tenure as Sub-Pop’s most underrated group, the Whigs have 
managed to surpass their previous standards of excellence and have left us with a compelling record. a 


Hater is comprised of some members from Soundgarden and their friends. 
But don’t expect nosebleed levels of thrashing sound from this album. The 
vocals are especially laid back, and the guitars are used as rhythmic 
instruments, rather than providing the bulk of the sound. 

There isn’t much that can be said about this band. The songs are extremely 
short; most of them are under three minutes. What is presented is neither 
excellent nor inferior, but is merely reminiscent of the average garage band 
jam. Maybe this project was simply an experiment with certain members 
resting on their laurels. 

Most of the tunes can be classified in the catch-all alternative genre, except 
for “Blistered”, which is hard-rock-meets-country. Just wait, and in a few years 
some country crooner will cover this — with a more traditional sound, of 
course.

There hasn’t been an album title so apt as the one for Blur’s second effort. The group’s 
first record, Leisure, was a collection of forgettable but enjoyable pop-altermative songs that 
could not really stick out in a British scene overflowing with forgettable pop-alternative 
groups. So for Modern Life Is Rubbish, Blur decided to throw away all of the trappings of 
the distorted guitar 90s and rediscovered the Monkees and the Dave Clark Five. 

: Blur’s new album finds the group in a strange musical direction in its struggle to find 
individuality. During their first tour, the foursome had to embellish singer Damon Albarn’s 
art-school pompousness to create a stir- possibly they have realized the music has to be 
revolutionary, not the pulling down. of pants at Brixton Academy.

In the musical world of post-nuclear 
industrial chaos, Skinny Puppy reigns 
supreme. Their technical style diver- 
sion from mainstream dance music set 
them apart from their forerunners. Pup- 
py was total pioneers of the genre, and 
thus have forged a complete generation 
of high-tech sound. I recently had a 
chance to talk to a very sleepy-sound- 
ing Dwayne Goettel who is a keyboardist 
with the band. 

Q. What's happening with Puppy and 
the label talk? 

4. Our deal with Capitol/Nettwerk 
was finished last year and we began 
shopping and taking offers. “Def Amer- 
ican” (formerly Def Jam records [Beastie 
Boys]) now known as simply “Ameri- 
can” was the label we chose. They’re a 
lot more understanding of the needs of 
Skinny Puppy. Capitol/Nettwerk weren’t 
at any time intimately acquainted with 
us which was ultimately disappointing. 
American is considerably more subver- 
sive so then we'll have a better deal. 

Q. What's the major difference? 

A. They'll let us take as much time in 
the studio as we need. With their promo 
and hit-epople they’re far better equipped 
to help us in ways that Capitol couldn't. 

Q. How has the resolution of Ogre’s 
long-term drug problem helped the 
band? 

A. Ogre is off drugs now and we can 
do more than just one album per year. 
Because of the problem, we were not 
able to work as a complete unit, so 
because we are all so unmotivated we 
would all get involved in different projects. 

Q. What projects are you currently 
involved with? 

A. My own solo project, “Doubting 
Thomas” is a soundtrack groove with a 
serious romantic side. “Hilt” is just a 
bunch of crazy people smoking up and 
making rock music and “Tear Garden” 
has given me the chance to work with 
Edward of the Legendary Pink Dots. 
We're having great fun creating psyche- 
delic Pink Floyd style music. 

Q. How did you first get involved 
with Skinny Puppy? 

A. Bill Lieb (Frontline Assembly) was 
in Puppy before I joined but he didn’t 
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want to tour and Ogre and Kevin had 
heard my local project, “Water” (which 
this writer engineered at PowerZone in 
Edmonton) as well as other stuff and 
the rest is history. 

Q. Does Skinny Puppy write most of 
the music as a group? 

A. Over the years we've tried every 
single formula and we'll keep working 
out new ones to keep it fresh. 

Q. What's your favorite band current- 
ly? 
A. Without a doubt, I like long-term 
superband Einsturzende Neubauten the 
best! 

Q. How about the bands that seem to 
be following in the tradition of Skinny 
Puppy? 

A. When you are playing in a band 
like ours, it’s difficult to like bands like 
NIN, which sound just too much like us 
—Ican't listen to them. This feeling, by 
the way, eventually led up to our asso- 
ciation with Al Jourgensen. Our music 
was both so completeiy different and 
we met perfectly in the middle. 

Q. On defining your style of music, I 
guess you could say that Puppy is kind 
of the jazz of industrial —- brave, dar- 
ing, bold, technical and different... 

A. You could say that. It fits. 

Q. Do you care for Dixonoxid? 

A. It’s different. It’s cool that you’re 

not too caring about the mainstream 
sound by using such extreme samples 
as nuclear explosions and the noise. 
On the same token, I've listened to it 
a couple of times and can’t really 
compare it too the world class stuff 
we're used to. When we got started 
we used the same gear — Mirages, 
Emax, Emax Il, and with every album 
we got better and better. It's great to 
hear stuff from Edmonton, and it’s 
clear to me that you can do the pro- 
gramming. So for you, it’s just a matter 
of time and gear, but I really can’t get 
by the samples. 

Q. Lastly, when can we expect to see 
you guys hear again?

He wanted me to build a machine 
so he could help his drama students overcome stage- 
fright. With my machine, he was easily able to lead 
them back to that childhood trauma that was the cause 
of their stagefright. As adults they could now deal with 
the trauma and their stagefright would- in time- disap- 
pear.” The machine- first built in 1985- proved to be 
the prototype for the DAVID 1. Later machines would 
be developed and sold in the DAVID series, including 
the DAVID Paradise, the DAVID Paradise Jr., the Oasis, 
and the DAVID 2001.

using our machines with amazing results, but no one 
really knew why it worked,” said Nancy. “I made some 
more DAVID machines as professionals ordered them, 
but not many,” said David. “One machine was taken on 
a speaking tour and interest in the DAVID 1 just took 
off.” “it was all word of mouth, because we had no idea 
howto market this device,” said Nancy.

Some tennis pros have done well by the use of the 
machines. Frank Zane (Mr. Olympia) is another who 
swears by its use, as well as Michael Hutchison (Author 
of Mega Brain).

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Making movies for the Reel World 


uba Libre is a loaded phrase. It is 

a popular drink from a country 

known for liking its rum, cigars 
and dog races. Cuba Libre is also a toast, 
with a double meaning of its own that 
illustrates the painful split between Cuban 
citizens at home and abroad. 

Whena resident Cuban calls out “Cuba 
Libre!” he is proclaiming, “Cuba is free!” 
A Cuban living in Miami is saying, “When 
Cuba is free.” Cuba Libre is also the title 
of the second and latest video project of 
Reel World Productions. 

The video, Cuba Libre, will explore, 
among other things, the differing views at 
both ends of the 90-mile ocean expanse 
between Miami and Havana. Cuba Libre 

have some personal resonance for 
Bill Moore-Kilgannon and Stephen 
Salgado, the partners in Reel World, a 
video production outfit that seeks to cre- 
ate broader understandings of the real 
world through the camera's artificial eye. 
Reel World, it seems, came together 
through chance encounter over a bottle of 
rum in Costa Rica. 

Bill Moore-Kilgannon is probably most 
familiar to Edmontonians as the co- 
ordinator of the Global Visions Festival. 
But Moor-Kilgannon’s introduction to the

Reel World, from the 
outset, has been based on 
“the going for it,” on starting 
a project and learning as you 
go. 

Moore-Kilgannon knows 
Growing Free for its rough 
edges, but still looks upon his 
first effort as a success.

the outset. Second, Grow-

situation from a number of perspectives 
inside and outside the country, whose 
current turmoil has received next to no 
media attention.

The violin as a lyrical, vocal instrument

artin Beaver tums 26 on Nov. 10, the day 

before his first performance with the Edm- 

onton Symphony Orchestra. Of his 26 years, 
24 have been spent passionately interested in music, 
all but two of them with violin as his instrument of 
choice. 

But how did someone born in Winnipeg and raised 
in Hamilton grow up with a violin in his hand, rather 
than a hockey stick? 

“Good question,” Beaver said. “My parents loved 
music a lot. My father was an amateur musician — he 
played the church organ — and when my brother and 
i showed an interest in music, while we lived in Quebec 
City for a year, they got us each a really inexpensive 
violin.” 

While Beaver's older brother would later stop playing, Martin 
did not, and his interest has blossomed into a promising career. 
Already, he has won awards such as the Silver Medal at the 1993 
Queen Elisabeth Competition (Belgium) and third place at the 
Montreal Intemational Competition, while he was the first Cana- 
dian ever to reach the finals of the Indianapolis Intemational Violin 
Competition. 

In his ESO debut, Beaver will be the soloist in three famous 
selections from the violin and orchestra repertoire: two of the 
concertos from Vivaldi’s Four Seasons (“Autumn” and “Winter”), 
and the bravura showpiece Introduction,and Rondo Capriccioso 
by Camille Saint-Saens. Beaver acknowledges that performing 
such well-known music presents unique challenges. 

“With the Vivaldi, obviously, you have so many different rulings 
on style, there are all kinds of different interpretations possible,”

he said. “And since this is my first time in Edmonton, I don’t want 
to put anyone off. But I don’t want to play it too safe, either.” 

The Saint-Saens work is more direct. “It’s fun,” he said of the 
work. “It’s a show-off piece. The music is nice, but it’s not 
Beethoven. It’s designed for solo display.” 

Beaver's style is one founded on the violin as a lyrical, vocal 
instrument. “I think the violin is quite close to the human voice,” 
hesaid, “andI’m interested in really exploring the sonorities of the 
instrument. I can’t sing — well, I can sort of carrya tune — so the 
violin lets me express that element.” 

Samuel Wong, one of the candidates vying for the ESO’s 
music directorship, will conduct the Lighter Classics concert Nov. 
11. The rest of the program includes Hamilton Harty’s arrange- 
ment of Handel’s Water Music, and Tchaikovsky's Sleeping 
Beauty Suite.

Medici 
Awards_

Encouragement ioe emerging visual artists 
ohn Hoyt has received the Medici Foundation’s 
award for excellence in art, putting an end to 
a difficult week. The removal of one of his 

pieces from the exhibition subjected him to public 

scrutiny and criticism, but the award erases questions 
over the credibility of his work. 

This is the foundation’s second year of awarding 
and recognizing Alberta artists who have not yet 
received acclaim. The Medici Foundation, created and 
funded through the private sector, is the brainchild of 
Randolf Langley. 

Hoyt’s painting “Book of the Dead” was chosen 
from among submissions by over 80 artists this year. 
The three judges, all professional Albertan artists, had 
a relatively complicated time choosing the seven 
finalists, whose work continues be on display through 
November in Manulife East. 

The Excellence in Art award is in memory of Jack 
Taylor, a painter and teacher from Edmonton who 
began working as an artist and art professor in 1947. 
Mrs. Audrey Taylor was there in person Oct. 27 to 
present the award to John Hoyt. The runner-up to 
Hoyt was Chris Carson, an MFA grad from UBC 
whose tiny, decorative works show a propensity for 
craft controlled and tempered by scale and pattern. 

The “people’s choice” award was given to Vladimir 
Sevcik, a Czech-bom artist whose huge realist paint- 
ings won the admiration of the public. 

Among the other finalists were Julie Kaldenhoven, 
an honours student from Grant McEwan; Richard 
Rogers a self-taught artist whose work contains an 

amazing vitality of brushwork; Dean Smale, a U of A 
-grad whose works are large surface studies of heavy, 
dry paint which appear as overhead views of land- 
scape; and Marianna Savaryn, a University of Toronto 
grad who has replicated gothic miniature icon-paint- 
ing onto smooth board. 

This year the Medici Foundation brought together 
a diverse overview of styles. The foundation's award is 
important to emerging artists in many ways, not only 
giving them a much-needed cash award and a raft of 
free art supplies, but by encouraging and helping them 
to become a part of our community and by giving 
recognition when their career is haphazard and often 
frustrating. It helps them avoid obscurity and disillu- 


sionment.

Ballet school parades its best

T heschool that raised Kain is bring- 

ing its travelling roadshow to Ed- 
monton, offering audiences an 
opportunity to view ballet’s young rising 
stars. The National Ballet School is recog- 
nized as one of the top training centres in 
the world and has produced some of the 
most technically brilliant dancers to grace 
Canadian stages. Edmonton native Jaimie 
Tapper is poised to join the ranks of suc- 
cessful NBS graduates Karen Kain, Rex 
Harrinton and Frank Augustyn and is ex- 
cited to show the hometown crowd what six 
years at the School has ; taught her. 

“I'm very excited,” she said.”We’re 
touring across Canada in a show called 
From Studio to Stage where we (students 
of the NBS) perform excerpts from classi- 
cal repertoire, modem pieces aong witha 
ballet demonstration. The audience can 
ask us questions about the school after.” 

Tapper will be highlighted as she per- 
forms excerpts from Brahms’ Waltzes, a 
solo dance created by artist in residence 
and former Edmontonian, Peggy Baker. 
Baker is one of the country’s most 
repsected modern dancers/choreogra- 
phers and holds the distinction of being 
the first artist in residence in the school’s 
34-year history. “I have a tremendous 
amount of respect for these kids,” said 
Baker. “I am in awe of their drive, com- 
mitment and willingness to ask of them- 
selves. It’s quite amazing.” 

“Jaimie is exceptionai, though,” she 
continued. “ What she’s able to do with 
her dancing is what I want to be able to do 
with mine. Hertechniqueis very goodand 
she has an incredible amount of self- 
assurance. Her expressive range is formi- 
dable, as is the breadth of her abilities to 
perform various genres of dance.” 

The dancing of 17-year-old Tapper hs 
impressed many othersin the dance world; 
last year she was one of two students 
chosen to represent the school at the 
renowned Pris de Lausanne intemational 
competition, where she made it as far as 
the semi-finals. She spent the past sum- 
mer taking classes with the Royal Danish 
Ballet, which she hopes to join if she isn’t 
accepted into the National Ballet Com- 
pany of Canada. “ I really love Canada,” 
she explained., “and it breaks my heart to 
think that I might have to leave to dance 
in another company. My opinion might 
change a few years down the road, but

right now I want to be in a big company. 
My dreams are big and I would love to 
dance the full-length classics.” 

While she is on the brink of a very 
promising dancing career, the formidable 
Tapper has thought about life after dance. 
“I have brains and I think I would do well 
in university,” she said. “ When that time 
comes, I’m grateful to kow that there is the 
Dancers in Transisiton Centre (Toronto) 
to help me make that step from the dance 
world into the 'real’ world.” 

The school is taking a very pro-active 
approach to teaching and sharing the 
knowledge its gamered over the years 
with the rest of the country. The cross- 
country tour includes professional work- 
shops on dance injury prevention, pointe 
shoe fitting and piano accompaniment 
and master classes for dancers nine years 
of age and older (Nov. 11 at the Edmon- 
ton School of Ballet). This is a wonderful 
opportunity for dancers and teachers to 
touch base with one of the world’s fore- 
most ballet schools, at a very minimal 
cost.
